THE DANGEROUS LITTLE PEOPLE 
The polite little people of Japan are bend- 
ing over (not backward, but far forward) to 
show the occupylnB forces tlielr willingness 
to cooperate. They are eayliig that they think 
dcmocrncy Is a fine, desirable thing. So sorry, 
please. Shako hands like after tennis match. 
No hard leoUngs. 

The pollto little people of Japan are being 
revealed as unspeakably barbarous by newly 
released allied prisoners who, day after day, 
tell new stories ol brutality, burning, suffoca- 
tion, torture and Indignities which debase the 
word "civilized" — a word once applied to llio 
Japs. 

Tliese pollto little people are showlnB tlielr 
conviction that their emperor's order, and 
not superior force, ended the war. One re- 
porter In Tokyo says they feci embarras.scd 
now, but that "next time they will do bet- 
ter." He describes their feeling of the present 
defeat as being a "breather between rounds." 

The sultan oC Johore says the Jap com- 
mander of Singapore told him he hoped tho 
peace would Inst for 20 years— "and then wa 
win be back." 

Japanese Industrlallatfi blame defeat on tho 
Tokyo bureaucrats, and on the failure ot the 
army and navy to cooperate. Next time they, 
too, hope that the dllficultlea wUl be Ironed 
out 

In short, the pollto little people ol Japan 
ore shoK-ing themselves to be a hypocritical, 
deceitful, vengeful tribe who don't know yet 
they've been licked. And while it's too early 
to Judge, It doesn't seem that our occupation 
thus for has done much to change their 
minds. 

American reporters were turned back from 
their Xlrst entrance Into Tokyo because tho 
army didn't want the prws "spEarhcadlng 
the occupation." Yet the Domel news agency 
was still poisoning the pollto little people's 
minds against the Americans until General 
MacArthur clamped a tight censorship on 
this sort of business. 

Of course these sUght fumbles aren't too 
Important. Once General MacArthur Is firmly 
established In Tokyo, the reeducation pro- 
cosfl will surely get under way. 

Obviously the guilty war lords of Japan 
must itand trial, as must the nazls responsi- 
ble for tho European war. Obviously there 
must be on eventual, radical change in tho 
Japanese system of government. 

And throughout all this time there must 
be constant vigilance by this country and Us 
present allies, no matter how large an oc- 
cupying force Is required. Japan already has 
shown that, given a chance, she will prepare 
tor tho next war as Germany did In the two 
decades after 1019. We must not become un- 
wary and satisfied with "routine" occupation. 

The United Nations organization will only 
have power to Intervene at the threat of hos- 
tilities. It wm be up tb us to guard agaUist 
the preparations which would make such a 
threat possible.
